The coldest period in Novem- 


ber since 1887 was recorded dur- 
ing the night, according to El- 
wood Kirkwood, county weather 
observer, who reported that the 
mercury fell to 4 degrees below 
zero during the night, and ush- 
ered in an 
unusually cold 


Thanksgiving Day. 


His records revealed that 43 


years ago, in 1887 a temperature 
of 5 below was recorded, which 
holds the record for sub-zero 
temperatures during November. 
Last night it came within one 
point of equalling that record. 
On November 30 of last year it 
dropped to 3 below. 


Prospects are that the <cold 


wave will linger "for another 
day, and temperatures tonight 
may fall as low as last night. 
Another cold wave is headed in 
this direction. At noon today the 
mercury had only gone up to 8 
above zero. 
The cold wave hampered traf- 


fic. Many trains were late in ar- 
riving, and motor travel was ex- 
tremely dangerous on the high- 
ways. 


The Indianapolis and South- 


eastern railway experienced dif- 
ficulty, with the trolley wires 
snapped near Morristown and 
near stop 9. Repairs were being 
made as quickly as possible. Ser- 
vice during the morning was at 
a standstill but it "was believed 
that traffic would be resumed 
near noon. 


Stiff winds whipped the more 


than 4 inches of snow that had 
fallen in the county since the 
cold wave's advent and as a re- 
sult many roads were approach-

creased timber production to 
meet the ever-growing need for 
diminishing wood supplies, at 
the same time to reduce the 
$100,000,000 annual freight bill 
this region pays to import need- 
ed stocks, will militate the forth- 
coming Central States Forestry 
Congress which meets in Indian- 
apolis December 3, 4 and 5. 


Conservation and forestry de- 


partments of eleven states; 'lum- 
bermen's associations, dealers, 
wood-using industries, farmers, 
fish and game clubs, Walton 
League, railroads and paper 
manufacturers will participate in 
the largest gathering of its kind 
ever held in Indiana. 


The annual freight bill cover-

t&e Congress show there are 50 
million acres that in this region 
should be in more intensive for- 
est cultivation and, under proper 
management, can be made to 
produce a large part of the re- 
quirements of the region. Such a 
program would not only save the 
original cost of importing mater- 
ial) biA. the expensive transpor- 
tation costs from distant j^elds. 


Farmers of the region who 


have two thirds of the forest 
land within their farm fences 
have not learned the poor eco- 
nomy of allowing brush and cull 
trees to occupy the land that 
should be producing posts and 
saw timber for the farm. 


Prosperous sections of. these 


states find themselves burdened 
with taxes to support other sec- 
tions where farm land is aban- 
doned because fields are too poor 
to pay the tax assessment. Hilly 
land, which was better suited to 
growing timber than any other 
crop, has been cleared and cul- 
tivated. This has resulted, fores- 
ters say, in erosion of the soil on 
these steep fields until they will 
no longer produce farm crops. 
While there are several jnillion 
acres of this idle land, very little 
of it is waste land since nearly 
all of it is capable of restoration 
to forest production. 


The first Congress will deal 


with forestry for the region as a 
whole, and states particpating 
are: Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Ken- 
tucky, Missouri, Ohio, Tennessee, 
Arkansas, Michigan, West Vir- 
ginia and Wisconsin. The Con- 
gress will have the further repre- 
sentation of the many agencies 
interested in the various phases 
of forestry problems including 
the Federal Government, farm- 
ers, wood-using industries and 
those interested in recreation 
and water resources who find 
that the forest vitally affects 
them. The problem has been 
shaped to bring out the view- 
points of these several interests. 


Since private agencies with 


private capital do not take lead- 
ership hi this work, the concert- 
ed action of the Congress should 
bring about an extension of pub- 
lic ownership, according to state 
foresters of the region. Settle- 
ment of this question and a de- 
finite policy should result from 
the work of this and succeeding 
meetings of the Forestry Con- 
gress, it is asserted.

day announced he . would call 
the executive council of the con- 
ference and all of the county 
organizations for a meeting here 
December 3, when something 
definite in the way of relief may 
be worked out. 


According to Dr. John H. Hew- 


itt, secretary of the conference, 
the forestry plan would aid a 
large number 'of unemployed. 
They would be given work in a 
53,000-acre forest tract owned 
by the state about 20 miles north 
of Louisville and another 8,000- 
acre tract south of Martinsville,, 
which is to be cleared for re- 
forestation. 


These persons would be given 


30 cents an hour for ten hours 
a day to clear the waste timber- 
land away. 
The timber cut 


away would be sawed into fuel 
which would be hauled by state 
highway commission trucks to 
places where needy could be 
.supplied. 


Richard Lieber, director of the 


state conservation department, 
has a fund of $12,000 which 
could be used for this purpose 
but the 
conference hopes 


'enough added funds may be ob- 
tained to clear the entire for- 
ests, thus providing more work.

The season of lawmaking always follows the 


«lection. Some of the experts on the subject are 
now predicting that at least 15,000 new laws will 
toe made for the American people within the next 
lew months — 15,000 new laws to be added to the 
statutes which we now seem to be unable to 
enforce. 


This number may seem to be tremendous, but 


it may turn out that it is a conservative guess. 
In addition to our Congress there will be about 
forty legislatures in session. These law-making 
bodies turned out in the neighborhood of 14,000 
laws two years ago and there seems to be no 
reason why they will not exceed this record in the 
coming year. 
Just why we have to have so many new laws 


nobody seems to know. It would seem that 
legislators have a sort of mania for turning out 
new laws. They make the best sort of resolutions 
about fighting all unnecessary legislation, but 
when the boys get together down at the same 
capital a veritable epidemic of law-making 
always breaks loose. 
' Sometime perhaps the realization will come to 
us generally that what we need is notvnew laws 
but a better enforcement of the laws already on 
the statute books with the repeal of those which 
are found obnoxious in the enforcement.

(By BENJAMIN FRANKLIN) 
There is a tradition that in the 


planting of New England the 
first settlers.met with many dif- 
ficulties and, hardships as is 
generally the case when a civil- 
ized people attempt to establish 
themselves on a.wilderness coun- 
try. 


Bein$ -piously disposed, they 


sought relief from Heaven by 
laying their wants and distresses 
before the Lord and frequent set 
days of fasting and prayer.

There is an olS Spanish saying 


to the effect that God made food 
but the devil made the cooks. 
Those ojd Spaniards were right 
about the food and if they lived 
at the present time in this coun- 
try they would he even more im- 
pressed about the divine gener- 
osity in providing us with deli- 
cious foods. And perhaps they 
were partly right about cooks as 
ithey knew them. But enlighten- 
ed methods of cooking have tak- 
en a great deal of the devilment 
and uncertainty out of cooking 
within recent years. 
The up-to-date verdict is that 


any woman—or man either for 
that matter—who can read and 
who has even average intelli- 
gence may become a first-rate 
cook. It is just a matter of fol- 
lowing the rules of an explicit 
cook book. 


Good cooking is to some extent 


a matter of having good food 
taste. You must have a taste for 
good things before you can select 
the dishes that will be good from 
the long list of possible dishes in 
the cook book. 
Perhaps the most important 


single virtue needed 'in the 
character of a cook nowadays is 
precision in measursement and 
a. willingness to follow directions 
faithfully and honestly. Nine- 
tenths of the disasters in cooking 
are the result of carelessness in 
measuring—using a little less or 
a little more of this or that in- 
gredient for the sake of eco- 
nomy or as a result of careless- 
ness.

Miss Cleavenger $400 a month 
until 1927, when a break came.

It will go far, its projectors 


say, to establish a working pro- 
gram by which the timber re- 
sources of the region will be en- 
larged and hundreds of thous- 
ands of acres fallow and now un- 
productive, put to work. 


Eleven states: Illinois, Iowa, 


Indiana, 
Kentucky, Missouri. 


Ohio, 
Tennessee, 
Arkansas, 


Michigan, West Virginia and 
Wisconsin will participate. The 
national government will be rep- 
resented by the U. S. Bureau of 
Agriculture with speakers from 
the Bureau of Chemistry and 
Soils, Forest Service, Forest Pro- 
ducts Laboratory and Taxation 
Inquiry. Other national organi- 
zations on the program are the 
Hardwood Lumbermen's Asso- 
ciation, American Forestry Asso- 
ciation, Southern Lumberman 
Association, Federation of Wo- 
men's Clubs and Izaak Walton 
League of America. A score or 
more of the leading wood-using 
and paper industries, lumber 
concerns, coal dealers, orchard 
and nursery companies, univer- 
sity educators and farm bureau 
leaders will participate. 


The first congress has for its 


object, says Richard Lieber, In- 
diana conservation department 
director and nationally known 
for his general conservation work 
over a period of more than a de- 
cade, the establishment in the 
existing organizations and the 
public mind the mutual forestry 
problems of the region. These 
problems he specified, first, the 
marketing and utilization of for- 
est materials; fie protection of 
existing forests from grazing 
and fire; the importance of for-

Business Review Shows 


Local Trade Improving 


Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 24— 


'Several lines of business in In- 
diana responded to seasonable 
influences and registered gains 
during October while a survey of 
general business conditions dis- 
:losed a continuation of reac- 
tionary trends," says the cur- 
rent issue of the Indiana Busi- 
ness Review, published monthly 
by the Fletcher American Na- 
:ional bank of Indianapolis. The 
Review is prepared by Wayne 
Stackhouse, manager of the In- 
dianapolis division of the Indi- 
ana university bureau of busi- 
ness research. 


The Review gives the follow- 


ing report on business conditions 
in Rushville: Retail trade made 
seasonal gains over September, 
remaining silently under a year 
igo. Very little new building. 
Sales in rural sections better 
than a month ago, about same 
as a year ago. New car sales in 
county, 17; year ago, 39. Large 
number of hogs being fed for 


November and December mar- 
kets. Dairy and poultry pros- 
pects improving. More mort- 
gages than a year ago. Manu- 
facturing operations slow. 


Electricity production, dollar 


value 
of building 
contracts, 


gasoline 
sales, 
correspondent 


bank deposits, and savings de- 
posits are the only indicators of 
Indiana business that make fav- 
orable comparisons with a year 
ago, according to the Review. 


Warm weather has been a fac- 


tor in keeping retail trade far 
below a year ago. Employment 
conditions for the state as a 
whole have changed very little 
during the past month. Post of- 
fice receipts 
gained 
over a 


month ago but continued under 
a year ago. Grain receipts and 
shipments at Indianapolis made 
more than 
seasonal increase 


during October. Life insurance 
sales dropped from a month and 
year ago. Live stock receipts 
failed to make all of seasonal 
gain over a month ago. 


Pilots Cause Most Air Crashes; 


Scheduled Flying Found Safest 


Washington (A.P.)—The pilot 


continues the greatest 
single 


cause of accidents in civil avia- 
tion. 


He is blamed for 55.83 percent 


of the mishaps occurring in the 
flrst half of 1930 in the semi-an- 
nual accident report of Clarence 
M. Young, assistant secretary of 
commerce for aeronautics. 


Only once since the govern- 


ment began checking in 1927 on 
air accidents has the pilot been 
blamed for fewer than half thp 
mishaps. That was in the first 
half of 1928 when pilots account- 
ed for 43.29 per cent of the acci- 
dents. • 


Two hundred seventy people 


lost their lives in the first half 
of the year in 930 civil aircraft 
accidents but the air secretary 
found a large increase in the 


fetv of scheduled air transport 


operations. 


These operations, in which 


aircraft carry passengers, mail, 
and express over fixed routes at 
regular intervals, 
covered twc 


and one-half as many miles, per 
fatal accident as they did in the 
same period of 1929.
